enrollment, an imjN)riant goal of the 
I’niversilv if Tennessee at Martin 
administration has caused several 
freshman students to live in overcrowded 
quarters and upperclassmen to be 
"temporarily inconvenienced” 

Karl Wright, director of housing, said that 
those freshmen living three to a room were 
late applicants but that the problem was 
lavng resolved 

A little prior planning on the part of 
Housing and the students would have helped 
to avoid the problem entirely 
When it was discovered that students 
w ithout room reservations were attempting 
to move into one of the residence halls, the 
housing office could have used its option of 
turning excess students away instead of 
cramming everyone into available space in 
the residence halls 

If the increasing enrollment of the last two 
years i> anv indication of the future some 
kind of arrangement for off campus housing 
will have to l>e made 
Wright explained that housing is not 
currently considering building another 
residence ha!! because of past experiences of 
losing munev but perhaps another 
alternative can be thought of 
It's apparent that if the enrollment figure?* 
continue to climb, there won’t be enough 
l.ving space for everyone w anting to live on 
campus 

Student> u antmg to liveon campus should 
make the n*ves>ary reservation?* at the 


appropriate time so that housing can 
determine exactly how many residents to 
expect 

In the past it was fairly safe to estimate 
that a certain percentage of students 
enrolled would not show up. but The Pacer 
strongly suggests that the housing and 
admissions offices work closely together to 
ensure that there aren't more people 
accepted than there is room for 

Students wanting to liveon campusshould 
reserve rooms at the appropriate time or not 
complain if they get undesirable living 
quarters. 

It ha** come to the attention of The Pacer 
that some students simply walked on 
campus and expected a room to be waiting 
for them even though they did not fill out an 
application. 

Housing’s other option to turning these 
students down was placing them where 
space permits. which it did 

Next year those students may not he so 
lucky 

According to Wright the students have 
l>een very cooperative in correcting this 
situation. 

However if more students had been 
cooperative w hen they were asked to apply 
for housing, maybe more people would have 
been in the palce of their choice from the 
beginning

Even Unlay it is almost 
certain to he found on the 
shelves of I'niversity 
bookstores as required 
reading for one or more 
courses. 

Now Toffler has com* 
forth with a long awaited 
sequel entitled "The Third 
Wave." 

It offers significant 
commentary on contemj>o 
rary social change 

It places in meaningful 
context the major societal

"The Third 
Wave" reflects some serious 
flaws. For one. it is grossly 
overwritten 

Toffler goes on and on for 
4i>2 pages w hen 2iki pages of 
concise writing would have 
sufficed. 

The reader i> likely to 
become quite bored with 
repetition. 

Also, the author is a bit Um> 
cute with an overabundance 
of "third wave" terminology 
through which a reader 
must wade for comprehen

Adjacent to the editorials 
will be an editorial cartoon 
dealing with leading 
editorial. 

Cartoons, columns and 
letters found on the rest of 
the editorial page will 
reflect the views of the 
author or authors only. 

Letters to the editor will 
be given first priority for 
publication. 

In the case where a large 
number of letters are 
received pertaining to the 
same issue. The Pacer will 
present as representative a 
sample as space permits. 


Columns and cartoons 
which have been solicited 
will receive second priority 
for publication. 

We strongly encourage 
readers tosubmit unsolicited 
columns and cartoons, but 
they will be published on a 
space-available basis with 
students’ columns having 
priority over column 
written by an editor of The 
Pacer. 

In all cases columns and 
letters to the editor should be 
signed, type-written and 
turned in before noon on 
Monday. 

The Pacer reserves the 
right to edit all material 
submitted to conform to our 
style guidelines and to 


shorten lengthy columns, 
letters and articles. Openly 
libelous material will not be 
published nor will material 
in which the facts are 
obviously d'storted. 

Except for occasional 
rev iews, the rest of the pages 
in The Pacer will be 
devoted to as objective a 
presentation of the facta as 
can be made. 

Retractions will be made 
if we discover a grave error 
in the presentation of the 
facts. 

The University commun¬ 
ity is urged to make 
suggestions or comments on 
news coverage or editorial 
positions taken by The 
Pacer.

The technical flaw*, 
how ever, >hould not degrade 
the essence and importance 
of the latest 1 offler message 
In short, he contends that 
our society is on the 
threshold of a major change 
that will tear away the 
fabric of the well-ordered 
world to which we are 
accustomed.

principles or rules that 
governed everyday behav 
ior Toffler writes. 

Such principles as 
synchronization, standard! 
zation or maximat ion were 
applied in business, in 
government and in daily life 
obsessed with punctuality 
and schedules 
Today, according to the

The SGA Congress 
elections will be held the 
fourth week in September 
under the direction of the 
UTM Election Commission. 

The name of Congressper¬ 
son brings with it more than 
a title. The duties of a 
Congressperson are many 
and varied and carry a great 
responsibility to UTM and 
its students 

Congress needs people 
who are interested in 
student government and 
UTM and are willing to 
work cooperatively with 
administration and students 
for the betterment of our 
campus. 

To be eligible to run for a 
position in Congress you 
must meet the following 
requirements 


2.00 cumulative grade point 
average at the time of your 
nomination. 

2. Have completed forty- 
five (46) quarter hours or 
have completed four (4) 
quarters of work at UTM by 
the end of the quarter in 
which you are elected, 
except in the case of the 
freshman Congresspersons 
for class representatives and 
dorm representatives. 

Prospective candidates 
for SGA Congresspersons 
and class officers must hand 
deliver to the Election 
Commission Chairperson or 
his designated representa¬ 
tive a declaration of intent 
certifying that they meet 
qualifications as set forth in 
the election laws and a 
petition with the signatures 
of twenty-five (25) full-time 
UTM students. 

You must also take a test 
on the SGA Constitution. 

Apportionment of Con 
gresspersons shall be based 
on the enrollment of Fall 


Quarter registration. 

Each school or independ¬ 
ent department shall be 
represented by at least one 
Congressperson regardless 
of the size of the school. 

Otherwise, they shall be 
elected from each school or 
independent department 
based upon one per four 
hundred (400) people. 

The followinggroupsshall 
elect two Congresspersons: 
Greeks, Independent 
Students, Freshman Class, 
and Minority Students. 
Each residence hall shall 
elect one Congressperson 
and University Courts and 
Grove Apartments shall 
each be represented by a 
Congressperson. 

Anyone interested in 
running for Congressperson 
is urged to go to the SGA 
office as soon as possible to 
receive further information 
about the election 

No campaigning can 
begin until after official 
notice has been given by the 
Election Commission

in the late '60i. The program 
has developed a lot and ia. I 
think, much more in tune to 
the student of today than it 
used to be,’’ Ansley said.

program, maybe decreasing 
some of the courses that we 
teach or eliminating them 
completely and adding some

It didn’t take long for 
Amedee to live up to his 
word, as his Pacer squad set 
a new school passing record 
in the 29-9 loss season opener 
at Arkansas State. 


Pacer quarterbacks other school passing records 
Jimmy Wash and Chris against ASU. Those 17 
Ford combined for 323 net completions as a team 
yards passing, connectingon matches the mark set in 
1970 against Delta State and

Running back Everette 
DeVeaux led the Pacers in 
rushing with 58 yards in 15 
carries. 

Middle linebacker Mike 
Chinn led the UTM defense 
with nine tackles, including 
eight unassisted hits and one 
assist. Outside linebacker 
Curtis Williams was second 
with six tackles, while tackle 
Terry Meardith and 
cornerback Tommy Dillon 
had five each. 

Forty years had passed 
since UTM last met 
Arkansas State, the first 
Division I opponent to ever 
play the Pacers. In 1940, the 
Pacers defeated ASU, 14-7. 

But. there won't be that 
much time between this one 
and the next one.

Receive Benefit From Grant

UTM hu received a $12,999 grant 
from the Tennessee Department of 
Education to develop a basic nutrition 
program for Weakley County children 
3-5 years of age. 

Janice Merryman, assistant 
professor of food science and project 
director, said UTM was among six 
institutions to be funded through the 
pilot program of the Nutrition 
Education and Training (NET) 
program. Twenty-nine proposals were 
submitted for the approximately 
$75,000 available. 

“Our project involves a curriculum 
which acquaints the very young child 
with basic nutrition through the 
manipulation of actual food items 
comprising a balanced diet." she said 

“The program will be available this 
fall to children in day care centers and 
kindergartens, both public and 
private, throughout Weakley County. 
We hope to reach approximately 700 
children." 

Merryman said the objectives of the 
project are three-fold: to encourage an 


awareness of nutrition and proper diet 
in an effort to improve food selection; 
to revise an already developed 
curriculum aimed at providing young 
children with nutrition education in a 
format appealing to their develop¬ 
ment kl stage: and to perfect and 
package the curriculum for use by 
teachers in public school systems. 

“Our program is unique because of 
our interdisciplinary approach," 


Merryman said. "Consultation will be 
provided by Leanne Snider, head 
teacher at the Happy House Day Care 
Center and developer of the 
curriculum. 

“Implementation of the instruction¬ 
al modules will be done by Janice 
Sutton of Milan and Mary Curtsinger 
of South Fulton, graduate assistants in 
the School of Home Economica" 

The project calls for the actual 


training to be conducted over a seven- 
day period. Learning activities will 
include the children’s manipulating 
and preparing simple food items. 
Testing of the children will determine 
the curriculum's effectiveness. 

"We hope to help area children 
develop good eating habits at an early 
age." Merryman explained, "because, 
as they grow older, they will eat what 
they like, not what is good for them.”

effort by a public university, ranking 
behind Michigan's $72 million. 

Every UT campus and unit involved 
exceeded its three-year goal. Gifts and 
pledges for each were as follows: 

UT Chattanooga. $7,736,481 

UT Center for the Health Sciences. 
$18,527,444. 

UT Knoxville. $16,747,814. 

Statewide Institute of Agriculture. 
$2,067,106. 

UT Space Institute, Tullahoma. 
$7,441,492. including value placed on 
an experimental jet airplane and 
related technology given UT by the 
Ball Corp. 

Undesignated gifts. $1,752,967. 

Contributors included faculty and 
staff of all UT campuses and units, 
alumni and other individuals, 
foundations, corporations and other 
businesses. 

"We have to believe that when people 
give their hard earned money to a 
university, they are impressed with its 
efforts to provide excellence in 
teaching, research and service and 
that they support these efforts." Boling 
said. 

Boling gave special credit to “the 
man who started all this. Andy Holt" 

“Andy Holt gave the concept years 
ago. and we succeeded because of the 
support from volunteers, all the way 
from alumni leaders in our small 
counties to corporate presidents in 


New York. Pittsburg and other cities I 
all over the country." 

Boling expressed appreciation for 
the staff leadership of Dr. Joseph E. 
Johnson. UTs executive vice president 
and vice president for development; 
Charles F. Brakebill, associate vice 
president for development; UT 
chancellors, and other vice presidents. 

Mrs. Alma Reagan of Gatlinburg 
was Development Council chairman 
during two of the campaign's three 
years. 

She and her husband. V. Hal 
Reagan, made one of the largest gifts 
ever received by UT. farmland valued 
at more than $2.5 million. 

Boling cited the Reagans and 
Lindsey Young of Knoxville as typical 
of contributors who helped the 
campaign exceed its goal. 

Young, a Knoxville lawyer, gave 
stock valued at $1 million, partly to 
support the humanities at UTK. 

“These persons and others like John 
Harper; John Fisher, Ball Corp. head, 
and Bill Stokely. head of Stokley-Van 
Camp. Inc., represent hundreds of 
volunteers who did so much." Boling 
said. 

Fisher was vice chairman of the 
national campaign; Kenneth Rush, 
former ambassador of France, was 
national foundations co-chairman, and 
Stokely and William H. Swain. Oneida 
banker, were national corporations co- 
chairmen.

The Youth Grants Program 
Offers Cash and Experience 


The Youthgrants program of the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities will offer over 100 cash 
awards across (he nation this fall to 
young people in their teens and early 
twenties, including many college and 
university students, to pursue non¬ 
credit, out-of-the-elassroom projects in 
the humanities. 

The deadline for submission of 
completed applications is November 
16. 1980. 

An annotated exhibition of 20th 
century war-time “home-front" 
activities in Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
a booklet on the history of the sheep 
industry in Vermont, an anthropol¬ 


ogical film about a Los Angeles gypsy 
community and a collection and study 
of migrant-worker border ballads in 
South Texas are some of the projects 
undertaken by college and university- 
age youth. 

While the program cannot provide 
scholarship support or financial aid 
for degree-related work, it is the only 
federal program which awards money 
directly to young people for 
independent work in the humanities.
